uppermoſt of which contains the Arms of the Weſt Saxon Kingdom, 
ſurmounted by a rich Crown, of an ancient form, and adorned with two 
Palm Branches united, bearing the Crowns of the fix other Kingdoms of the 
Saxon Heptarchy, which were conquered by its victorious arms, and united 
in peace by Egbert, King of the Weſt Saxons. On the South fide, a little 


lower, are the Arms of King Edward the Confeſſor, founder of the Cathedral 


Church, with the Royal Sceptre and the Sceptre of Mercy croſs'd, Oppoſite 

to theſe, on the North fide, are the Arms of the Prince of Wales, as Duke 
of Cornwall, with two white Feathers (his Royal Highneſs's creſt) iſſuing, by 
way of ornament, from behind the ſhield. A little lower, on the South 
fide, are the Arms of the See of Exeter; and on the North fide, thoſe of 
John Grandiſon, Biſhop of Exeter in the reign of Edward the III. who 
compleated the Weſt end of the Church, together with this Window.

DS. IEEE exterior circle contains twelve Coats. The uppermoſt 13 chat of
